RESUMED IN THE AFTERNOON, THE DIPLOMATIC GASOLINE 
STATION REOPENED, TAXI SERVICE WAS AVAILABLE ONCE 
AGAIN, WE HEARD VERY FEW WARNING SHOTS FIRED BY NERVOUS 
SOLDIERS, AND THE WEATHER WAS BEAUTIFUL. BUT THE 
NORMALITY WAS DECEPTIVE. BENEATH THE SUPERFICIAL CALM 
THE SECURITY FORCES WERE PICKING UP DISSIDENTS AND OUT- 
SPOKEN REFORMERS— PICKING UP THREE THAT WE KNOW OF 
THE ARRESTS PROBABLY BEGAN SEVERAL DAYS AGO. AT 
LEAST ONE LEADING DISSIDENT DID MANAGE TO LEAVE THE
